of anger; her eyes did not sparkle nor did her voice tremble, she 
merely stamped, and talked loud; we must, however, do her 
' the justice to say she did not overact the part, and she will 
doubtless prove a very useful member of the company, though 
she cannot aspire to a high rank in her profession ; she gained but 
little applause. Mrs, Battersby’s dog caused a great deal of 
laughter. The Pantomime of Harlequin Guy Fawkes con- 
cluded.—The house was quite full.
